Treatife of Mauriceau, (which, in my Opinion, far exceeds 
all former Authors, efpectally Culpeper, Sharp, Speculum 
Matricis, Sermon, Gc. berg les erronious, an enrich 
with divers new Obfervations ) I changed my Refolution in- 
to that of tranflating him, whom I need not much com- 
mend, becaufe he is fortified with the Approbation of the 
Wardens of the Chirurgeons Company of Paris. 

His Anatomy was in the fir Edition omitted,. but isin 
this: which withthe Book I have carefully rendred into En- 
glifh for the benefit of our Midwives, of whom many may 
yet very well admit of an additional Knowledg. The pria- 
cipal thing worthy their obfervation i this Book 1s, accu- 
rately to difcover what is properly their Work, and when 
it is mecefjary to fend for Advice and Affiftance, thar fo ma- 
ny Women and Children may be preferved, that now perifp 
for want of feafonable help. Aty Author makes out the 
breaking of the right Waters, for the proper feafon of a na- 
tural Delivery, and (whenever a Child is not born then, 
or foon after) Nature is fo much fhort of performing ber 
Office. This is certainly a great Truth; and all wrong 
Births fhould’ never be longer delayed, and for the moft 
part Floodings and Convulfions not fo long, left the Woman 
lofe her Life before ever the Water breaks: but if no dan- 
gerous Accident intervene in a right Labour, one may

But I can neither approve. of that 
rathice, nor thofe Delays, becaufe my Father, Brothers, 
nd my Self [tho none ele im Europe, as I know] have, by 
God's Blefing, and.our Induftry, attained to, and long 
Pruttifed a way to deliver Women in this Cafe, without, 
ait prejudice to. them or their Infants tho all others (being 
obliged, for want.of fuch an Expedient, to ufe the common 
way). do and muft endanger, if not deftroy one or both, 
with ¥jooks. By this manual Operation a Labour may be dif- 
pate he. (on the leaft difficulty ) with femer pains,and fooner, 
tothe treat advantage, and without danger, both of Wo- 
widiRatty Child.

I will now take leave to offer an Apology for not publifb- 
mng the Secret I mention we have to extratt Children wuth- 
out Elooks, where other Artifts ufe them, viz.‘ there being 
my Father and two Brothers living, that prattifethis Arr, 
I cannot efteem it my owa to difpofe of, nor publifh it mith- 
out injury to them, and think I have nor been unfervicea- 
ble to my Country, altho I do but inform them that the 
fore-mentioned three Perfons of our Family, and my felf, 
can ferve them in thefe Extremities, with greater fafety 
than others. : ;

U NDER the Neck of the Womb, we comprehend 4 

all that long and broad membranous fpace couched | 
before it, from the four Caruncles lately defcribed, to i 
the inward Orifice, and which in the A@ of Genera- ]} 


tion, ferves for an Ante-Chamber to lodg the Man’s 4} 
Yard, as in a Sheath, which conduéts iteven to the in- ] 


ward Orifice, that’ it may there caft forth its Seed 3%) 


wherefore it is commonly called the Vagina or Sheath. 


This Neck is of a membranous Subftance, the better |} 
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to extend it felf, for to give fufficient paflage to the In- 
fant at its Birth. It is compofed of two Membranes, 
the innermoft of which is whtite, nervous and circulary, 
wrinkled like the Palat of an Ox, that it might dilate, 
contract, extend, or abbreviate it felf} acccording as it 
is neceflary to bear exact proportion with the. bignefs 
_and length of a Man’s Yard ; and to the end that (by 
the Collifion made in Copulation) the pleaftré may mu- 
tually be augmented : But the external Membrane is red 
and flefhy like a Sphinéter, furrounding the firft, to the 
end the Yard: may be the better clofed within it: Tis 
by means of this Membrane, that the Neck adheres the 
{tronger to the Bladder and Rettum. The internal Mem- 
brane is very foft and delicate in young Girls, but grows 
firmer in Women much addicted to.Copulation, and 
at length becomes fo hard, (by often ufing. this , 
Trade) that old Women have them almoft * Grifly. 
* Cartilaginous. 
In Women who have not yet had Children, this 
Neck is for the moft part but four good Inches in length 
(it being almoft always poffible with a-Finger to reach 
the inward Orifice of the Womb where it ends) and an 
inch and half broad, or thereabouts; but in fuch who 
have cnce been in Child-bed, it is much broader and 
fhorter, by which ’tis eafier to touch the inward Orifice 
with a Finger. Its breadth is almoft all along equal;from 
| one end to the other, without having any Hymen in the 

middle, asdivers Authors would have it, who fay, That 
} you may find there a Membrane fituated a-cro&, pier- 

‘ced only with a little Hole, through which the Terms, 

-and other Superfluities fhould pafs; which remains fo 
fpread, that either by Copulation, or otherwife, ’tisfor- 
ced and rent, by which one may know whether. the 
Woman were a Virgin or not: But this is a pure abufe, 
and if (as Laureutius faith very well) fach a Membrane 
be found in fome Women, it is moft certainly contrary

Of the inward Orifice of the Womb. 


fPHE inward Orifice is nothing but the,abutting of 

the Body of the Womb on the bottom: of the /a- 
gina, refembling the Muzzle of a Puppy newly pupp’d; 
in the midft of which may be {een a very narrow Pat- 
fage, which being opened, gives way to what is fit to 
be received inthe Womb, or to let out what is fit to be 
expelled. It is called the czward Orifice, to diftinguifh 
itfrom the outward entry of the Neck of the Womb, 
which iscalled the outward Orifice. The Midwives call 
it the Crowniag or Garland, becaufe it girds the Infant's 
Head, furrounding it like a Crown, when a Child pre- 
ents to a natufal Birth, Hu. 

This Orifice whichis almoft always fhut, opens it felf 
at the time of Coition, to give way for the Man’s Seed 
to enter, which by this means is darted to the very Fund 
of the Womb ; and likewifé to let the Terms iffte forth, 
of which it is purged every Month; as allo for the ex- 
pulfion of Falfe-conceptions, or any other ftrange Body 
there engendred: and altho it be {0 exadly clofe after 
Conception, and during Pregnancy ; yet at the time of 
Labour itis opened fo extraordinarily, that the Infant 
pafieth through it into the World: ‘then this Orifice 
wholly difappears, and the Womb feems to have but 
one great Cavity (equally large like that of a Bag) from 
its bottom to the very entry of the Neck, Whena Wo-

Go ROAR Vik 
Of the proper Body and Fund of the Womb, 


AFTER an Account of the Womb in General, inthe 
preceding Lines, there remains no more to confider 
particularly, but that which we call the proper Body, 
which is the large{t and moft elevated principal Part, in 
which the Conception is made. This Body extends it 
felf by always enlarging; from the inward Orifice to 
the Fund of the Womb 5. it is ae Iged: under the bottom 
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of the Bladder, and fuftained upon the Rectum, without 
being faltned to the one or the other ; but it isfree both 
before and behind, to the end it might be extended and 
clofed, when neceflary : neverthele(s it is in fome fort 
held in {ubjection, by the. help of the Ligaments of the 
Worb;, which faften it on: each fide. | 

The Body of the Womb refembles (as already {aid) 
agreat Pear. It is round, buta little flat before and be- 
hind, that it might be the firmer. in its Situation. .

Son called J(mael; but from the time this Maid conceiy- 
ed, fhe began to defpife her Miftrefs Sarai, as yet’ bar- 
ren. The Women of our times are not fo earneft to 
have Lineage after this Fafhion, there being but few that 
will faffer their Husbands to carefs their Chamber-maids, 
much lefs charitably excite them to follow this Example, 
which Cuitom is abolifhed amongft.us. 

I alfo admire at the great Paffion many have, who 
complain. of nothing with greater regret than dying 
without Children, efpecially without Sons. For my 
part, I believe they that defcend from Céefar, or the Fa- 
mily of' Bowrbons, may with fome reafon be led away 
with this: fuperititious and common Inclination of pre- 
ferving their kind, and be vexed with thefe forts of In- 
quietudes, noways becoming ordinary People ; though 
» excufable, and permitted to great Monarchs and illuftri- 
ous Men. 

When we perfectly underftand the natural Difpofitions, 
we may the eafier difcern thofe contrary~to Nature; 
wherefore the Signs of Fruitfulnefs eafily teach us thofe 
of Barrennefs. The Signs and Caufes of Barrennefs 
proceed either: from Age, or ‘evil Temperature and vici- 
ous Confirmation of the Womb, and Parts depending on 
it, of the Difpofition and Intemperature of the whole 
Habit, The evil Conformation of the Womb renders 
Women barren, when the Neck (called the Vagina) is fo 
narrow, that it cannot give way to Penetration 5 and 
when it is wholly or in part clofed by fome external or 
internal Membrane (whichis very rare, if at ail) or by 
any Tumour, Callofity or Cicatrice, hindering the Wo- 
man from free ufe of Copulation. 7 

But it is not fufficient the Man’s Yard enter the Vzgi- 
ma, the Antichamberto the Womb: for if inthe A@ of 
Copulation, he knocks at the Door, which is the inter- 
nal Orifice, and it be not opened, all is to no purpofe.

rupts: but fuch as are of a moderate Temperament are 
fruitful. Of all thefe which Aiippoerates recites_in this 
Aphor.im, the moft common, according to my Opinion, 
is che continual Humidity of the.Womb, fed by an 
Abundance of the Whites, with which many are very 
much inconvenienced, the Humours of the whole Body 
being accuftomed to: ftir their Courft this Way, which 
can very hardly. be turned away when inveterate, and 
the Womb being imbued with thefe vicious Moiitures, 
becomes inwardly fo unctuous and flippery, that the 
Seed (tho vifcous and gliitinous) cannot. cleave: to it, 
nor be retained. within it, which is the Caufe it flips 
immediately away, or in fome fhort time after it is 
received. 

Barrenne&S alfo proceeds from the whole Habit of the 
Body, as when a Woman is too old, or too young : for 
the Seed of the Young is not yet prolifick, neither have 
they the menftruous Blood ; ‘two things requifite to Fruit- 
falnels: and that of the Aged is too {mail in Quantity, 
and too cold; they likewife want the menftrous Blood. 
‘An univerfal Intemperature (tho the Woman be of 
convenient Years) renders them however barren, as 
when they are hectick, hydropick, feverifh and fickly, 
and efpecially. fo much the more as the noble Parts are 
fallen from their Temperament and natural Con{titution. 
There are however many feem barren for- a long time, 
becaufe of fome of the fore-mentioned Reafons, yea, Hil 
they are thirty five or forty Years old, and fometimes 
longer, who yet at lait conceive, being cured of the In- 
difpofitions which hindred them, and having changed 
their Temperament by Age; of w hich we have had a re- 
markable Example in the Perfon of the Queen-mother, 

» lately deceafed, who was above twenty two Years mat- 
tied, and without Children; and vet afterwards to the 
great Joy and Content of all France, fe had cur Mo- 
narch Lewis the XIV now reigning. 
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“Some of thele Barrennefles may fometimes be cured 
by removing the Caufes, and procuring the Difpofitions 
we have faid are neceflary to Fruitfulnefs 5 vea, of thofe 
that ~ proceed from an univerfal Intemperament, by re 
ducing the Body with a good and convenient Regimen to 
x good Order,and this according to its refepctive Indifpo- 
fitions, Wherefore if a Woman have naturally the Vagi- 


ma too narrow, and not from fome of the Caufes above- 


mentioned, fhe ought to be joined to a Man whofe Mem- 
ber is proportionable, if poflible: and if that will not 
do (which happens very feldom) fhe muft endeavour to 
relax and dilate it with emollient Oils and Ointments 5 
if the Neck of the Womb be comprefied by any Humour, 
it muft be refolved and fuppurated according to its Na- 
tite and Situation, having always Care to prevent the 
Corruption of thefe Parts, which being hot and moift, 
are very fubjeét to it ;. becaufe the Womb ferves’as.a Sink 
by which all the ill Humours of the Body are purged ;- fo 
that you muft take great Care, that thefe kind of Tu- 
mours thin not toa Cancer, which.is a very mifchievous 
Malady, and caufeth the poor Women miferably to lan- 
guifh which are affli@ed with it, and which after many 
infupportable Pains, brings them almoit always toan in- 
vitablé Death.

Having thus difcovered the moft certain figns of Fer- 
tility, and the marks of Sterility, I will now (the bet- 
ter to purfie the Order I have propofed) treat of Con- 
ception.

Of Conception, and the Conditions neceffary for it. 


T is moft.certain, according to the Rule of Nature, 
that a Woman is incapable of Conceiving, if ‘fhe 
hath not the Conditions requifite for Fruitfulnefs ; we 
have mentioned them in the foregoing Chapter : let us 
now examine in this, .what is Conception, and how 
caufed. - Conception is nothing elfe but an action of the 
Womb, by which the prolifick Seeds of the Man and 
Woman ate there received and retained, that an Infant 
may be ingendred and formed out of it. There aretwo 
forts of Conceptions, the one true according to Nature, 
to which fucceeds the Generation of the Infant in ‘the 
Womb ; the other falfe, which we may fay is wholly a- 
gainit Nature, and there the Seeds change into Water, 
Falfe-conceptions, Moles,. or other itranige Matter. 
The-qualifications requifite for a Woman to conceive 
according to Nature, are, that the Woman receive and 
a 7 Rw tak Cra 
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retain in her Womb the Man’s and herown prolifick Seed, 
without which it cannot come to pals, for itis neceflary 
that both Seeds {hould be there. Nor is it at all. true 
what Ariftotle and fome other of his followers aifirm, 
that the Woman neither hath nor can yield Seed; a great 
‘Abfurdity to believe : for the contrary may eafily be dif 
covered, by fecing the Spermatick Veflels and Teiticles 
of a fruitfal Woman appointed for this Ufe, which are 
wholly filied with this Seed, which in Coition they dif 
charge as wellas Men. Such as will not oe their Eyes 
to behold a Verity foclear, may make Re ection on the 
refemblance of Infants totheir Mother, which could not 
be unleis her Seed had been more predominant than the 
Father’s, when he begot them ; which likewife happens 
after the fame manner when the Fathet’s hath more Force 
and Virtue. Which may evince, that the Woman’s Seed 
contributes as well to the Formation of the Infant, as the 
Father’s, If they will not agree to a thing fo common, 
Jet them make another Reflection on the Generation of 
certain Animals, participating of the Nature of the Male 
and Female (of which they are engendred) tho of dif- 
ferent kind ; as we daily fee Affes and Mares produce by 
their Coupling, Mules, Animals of a middle Nature, re- 


fembling the one and the other that produced: them. 
We may then learn by this, that both Seeds are neceflary 
for a true Conception, provided they: be Prolifick, that . 
is, ‘containing m the Idea of: all the parts of the 
Body ; at 
it {elf in it, and eafily ret 
foon afterwards rejects it.

T isavery great Truth, and generally known, That 
whatfoever is in this lower World, is fubject to Cor- 
f a ruption, and at length conftrained to {uffer death’; which 


| hath obliged Nature, provident and careful of ‘its Pre- 
| fervation, to endue all things with a certain defire of 
«-f} eternizing themfelves, which being. impoffible in indivi- 
| duals, becaufe mortal through an indifpenfible Neceility, 
is therefore done by the propagation of their Forms and 
Kinds, She obtains her end in refped of Animals, by the 
means of Generation ficceflively reiterated ; for fo ail 
Creatures feem to immortalize themfélves, in fome fene, 
by producing their Like : And Fathers imagine themfelves - 
bef] not quite dead, if they leave their Like behind them after 
df their Death, to wit, their Children, : 

i) By Generation, we underitand generally a Progrefs 
of that which is, to that which it isnot. But this de- 
finition is a little too ample for to difcover what we de- 
) fire concerning the Generation’ of perfect Animals, and 
i chiefly of Mankind: wherefore that our intention may 
| be the eafier conceived, we mutt fearch fome other, or 
ag tather a Deftription, which may more exactly difcover 
he the Thing. To this purpofe we may fay, that ‘by the 
dup, Generations of Mankind, we mean a proper and patti- 
ie cular Action of the Womb; by which working upon 
ipl both Seeds there: retained, it forms and fhapes' a Body

althouvh fome define a Woman.to be an Animal whic 

can engender in it elf, and tho this may be true, vet it 
is moft certain, that {ie cannot ingender without a Man 
to difcharge his Seed into her Womb. And though we 


daily fee Pullets lay Eggs, and other Fowl, without . 


Cocks treading them, yet thofe Eggs there will never 
become Chickens, becaufe the Male never made an im- 
preiiion on them, nor gave them this prolifick Virtue, ab- 
{olutely neceflary to this purpofe : ae may convince 
us, that diverlity of Sex 1s neceflarily requifite, as well 
to thefe Animals, as to the more perfect, Man. 

Diverfity of Sex would profit little, if Copulation did 
not likewile follow ; tho fome fubtile Women, to cloak 
their Shamefulnefs, endeavour to. perfwade that they 
were never touch’d by Man to get them with Child, as 
fhe, mentioned by Averroes, .who conceived in a Bath 
wherein a Man had wath’d himfelf a little before, and 
{pent bis Seed in it, which was drawn and fuck’d in (as 
he faith) by the Womb of this Woman : but this is a Sto- 
vy fit to amufe little Children. 


Now to the end thefe different Sexes fhould be obliged :

Women did not think of athoufand Pains and: Tnconve- 
niences which their Great-Bellies” caufe them,’ of the 
Pains they endure, and the hazard of their Lives when 
they are in Labour; to which may be added the Lof of 
their Beauty, which is the moft precious Gift they have, 
and makes them beloved by thofe that poflefS them, cer- 
tainly it might alfo affrighten them from it : But neither 
the one nor the other make thefe Reflections till afte# the 
Action (whence comes the Saying Poft coitum onme ani- 
mal tr fte) confidering nothing before but the mutual 
Pleafure they réceive Ee it. It is then from this volup- 
tucus Itch, and the defire of begetting their Like, that 
Nature obligeth both thefe Sexes to this Congreffion. 

As to the Mixture of both Seeds, it is certain that the 
Diverfity of Sexes and their Congreflion, are only to 
this end, without which Generation cannot be; tho 
fome would have Womens Seed ferve to no purpofe ; 
yea, that they neither have, nor eje@ any, as _Ariforle 
faith: but we have proved the contrary in the Chapter of 
Conception, by the Example of daily Experience; to 
which you may have recourfe, to avoid Repetition, 

All thefe three Circumftances, to wit, the Diverfity 
of Sexes, Congreflion, and mixture of their Matters, 
called Seeds, muf{t precede Conception, to which fuc- 
ceeds Generation, on this fafhion: As foon as the Wo- 
man hath conceived, that is, hath received and retained 
in her Womb the two prolifick Seeds, it is every way 
compreffed to imbrace them clofely, and is fo exa@ly 
clofed, that the Point of a Needle (as faith Aippocrates ) 
cannot enter it without Violence; after which it redu- 
ceth by its Heat, from Power into Aion, the feveral 
Faculties, which are in the Seeds it contains, making ufe 
of the Spirits with which thefe frothy and_ boiling Seeds 
abound, and are as Inftruments wherewith it begins to 
trace out the firit Lineaments of all the Parts, to which 
‘afterwatds (making ufe of the menftrous Blood flowing 
to it) it gives in time Growth and final Perfection. > 
Generation may be divided into three different Sea- 
sf fons, the Beginning, Middle, and the End, The Be- 
Te in C 3 ginning 
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ginning is, when no other Matter is in the Womb but the 
two Seeds, which continue fo to the fixth Day, as Hzppo- 
crates notes ;, and calls them for that time the Gensture, as 
fuch as to fay, from whence Generation muft proceed : 
he fpeaks of it in his Book De Natura Pueri, and faiths 
that by the. Experience he brings of it, one may judg 
of the other times. He relates a Story of a Woman, 
which at fix Days end caft forth, with a Noife at once 
out of her Womb, the Seeds fhe had conceived; refem- 
bling a raw Egg without a Shell, having only the {mail 
Skin over it; or the abortive Eggs, which have no 
Shell. which little Membrane was on the outfide a little 
coloured with red, and involved in it this Seedjwhich was 
of a round figure; in the internal Part might be feen white 
and -reddi(h Fibres, witha thick Humour, in, the midft 
of which was. found fomething like the umbelick Veffels. 
FZ ppocrates calls this firft time of Generation, Geniture, 
as is alrcady mentioned, during which. time neither Fr 
‘gure. nor Diftinction can be obferved, but only fome 
ae of a Dilpofition to receive the Form of the 
Parts; after which follows the fecond time, beginning 
where ‘the. firft ends,, that-is, atthe fixth Day, dnd lafts 
to the 30th, the time that the fame Alippocrates aflures 
us the Males are compleatly formed, and the Females not 
tillthe 42d. After the firft fix Days are paft, and the 
Womb hath wrought, according as we have explained, 
upon. the Seeds, which are there yet without any Mix- 
ture of Blood, the difpofed to receive it; it is brought 
thither, in. {ome fooner, in fonte later, according to the 
Woman’s being nearer or further from: her time of hav- 
ing her Courfes when fhe conceived, which produceth 
Effects according to thefe different Difpofitions: for if 
they flow too foon, or in too great abundance, as it 
befals fuch as conceive at the point of having their Pur- 
gations, the Seeds are drowned. and. corrupted by it, 
which often caufeth a ooding, or at leaft the Generati- 
on of a Falfe-conception, but if they are far from their 
having them, the Conception is fo much the more ftable.

of which we fee the contrary,in that Women are brought 
to Bed indifferently both of Sons.and Daughters at the 
o¥dinary Term of nine Months. Therefore towards

HE, Great Belly of a Woman properly taken, is 2 
§ rumour caufed by an Infant's Situation in the 
Womb. ‘There are natural Great Bellies, containing a 
living Child, and thefe we call true, and others againft 
‘Nature, in which inftead of a Child, is ingendred no- 
thing but ftrange Matter, as Wind mixed with Waters, 
which are called Dropfies of the Womb, Fal{e-Concep- 
tions, Moles, or Membranes full of Blood and corrupted 
Seed; for which reafon they are called falle Great-Bellies. 
We have already, treating of Conception and Genera- 
fion, mentioned the Caules and Signs of a Great-Belly 
in its beginning : notwithitanding we will again repeat, 
the moft certain and ordinary of them, as Naufeouinels, 
‘Yomitings, lofs of Appetite to things the Woman was 
accuftomed to eat and like; longings for ftrange and 
naughty things, fuppreilion of the Terms, without 
Fever or Shiverings, .or other Caufe; Pains or fwel- 
ling of the Breaits; all which may be found in Virgins, 
by the Retention of their Courfes.; but the moft certain 
is, if putting the Finger into the Vagina, you perceive 
the inward Orifice exactly clofe, as alfo the Diitention 
of the ody of the Womb confiderable, mote or lefS, |

You need not wonder, or be much troubled at the Vo-

This may be remedied by the Woman’s obferving a 
good Diet fomething cooling ; if fharp Humours caufe 
it, avoiding all Meats falted, {piced, or Aautgofts {he 
muit forbear fharp things, as Orenges, Citrons, Pom- 
granats, Vinegar, and others of the like Nature, be- 
caufe they yet more.and more by their pricking quality 
excite the Cough; but fhe may make ufe of Lenitives 
and fach as fweeten the Paffages, as juice of Liquorifh, 
Sugarcandy, and Syrup of Violets, or Mulberries, :of 
which they may mix fome Spoonfuls with a Ptyfan made 
with Jujubes, Sebeftens, Railions of the Sun, and Frezch- 
Barly, always adding a little Liqaorifh toit: It may 
not be likewife amifs to turn the abundance of thefe 
Humours, and draw them downwards by fome gentle 
Clyiter. If this Regimen prevails nothing, and that 
there appears Signs.of fulnefs of Blood, it will be necef 


fary at whatfoever time it be of her going with Child: 


to bleed her in the Arm, and tho this Remedy be not 


uftally practifed when they are young with Child, yet | 


in this cafe it muft , for.a continual Cough is much more 
dangerous than moderate Bleeding. 
of Cold, let her be kept in a clofé Chamber, with a

There are Women that carry their Children fo high 
(efpecially their firft, becauf the large Ligaments whict 
dupport the Womb are not yet relaxed) that they think 
them to be in their Breaft; which caufeth f great an 
Oppreftion and difficulty of Breathing, that they fear 
they fhall be choak’d affoon as they have either eaten 2 
little, walkd, or gone upa pair of Stairs : which comes 


. | (as I faid before) by-reafon the Womb is much enlarg- 


ed, and greatly preffeth the Stomach and Liver, which 
forces the’ Diaplragma upwards, leaving it no free liber- 
ty to be moved, whence is caufed this difficulty of Brea- 
thing. Sometimes alfo their Lungs are fo full of Blood, 
driven thither from all parts of the Body when with 
Child, that it hardly leaves paffage for the Air; if (0, 
they will breath more eafily as-foon as a little Blocd is 
taken from the Arm, becaufe by that means the Lungs 
are emptied and have more liberty to be moved : But if

T is very eafy for them that are acquainted with the f°

from the fwelling of the Veins all along the infide of 
them, which extreamly hinders their going, Many [" 
think (which is in fome meaftre true) that the Woman 7% 
having more Blood than the Infant needs for its Nou-§™ 
rifhment, .lature, by virtue of the expulfive Faculty off" 
the upper Parts which are always more ftrong, drivesq™

purged of its fuperHuities, as accuftomed before : it is 
likewife very often caufed by the great endeavours that

ders by prefling it, the Excrements contained in it from 
being eafily extruded, and by thefe endeavours the

Altho fome Men by the help of thefé Piles, havé an E- 
vacuation, almoft natural, being relieved by it when they 
bleed moderately, Nature being accuftomed.to it: yet 
itis not foin Women, but always contrary to Nature; 
becaufe the Evacuation which happen to thofe Men by 
the Piles, ought always to be made by the Womb in 
Women, if not with Child: but being with Child, it 
may in fome manner, in cafe the Woman be plethorick, 


fupply alfo the Defect of the natural Evacuation ; for,pro- 


vided they bleed moderately and without Pain, fhemay 
thereby be alfo relieved: but if they flowy in too great 
quantity, there is danger that both Mother and Infant 
will be weakened by it: and to avoid it, ’tis convenient 
tomake aftringent Fomentations with the Decodtion of 
Granat Flowers, the Kinds of Pomegranates and Pro- 
vince Rofes, made with Smiths-water and alittle Alum. 
Or this Cataplafm may be applied toit, made with Bole- 
armonack, Dragons-Blood, and Terra Sigillata, withthe 
white of an Egg: As alfo to turn back the Blood from 
thefe Parts by bleeding in the Arm, and by dry Cup- 
ping-glaffes applied to the Region of the Reins, and 
other Remedies convenient for this Diftemper, and fuch 
as the Accident requires. :

Of the feveral Fluxes which may bappen to a Woman 
with Child, and first of a Loofnefs. 


poiitee feveral Fluxes may befal a Great-bellied Wo- 
4. man, to wit, the Flux of the Belly, the Flux of 
the Terms, and Floodings. We fhall firft {peak of 
the Flux of the Belly,*and’ afterwards we will oe 
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the other two in the two following Chapters. 

There are ordinarily reckoned: three forts,.of Loof 
neffes, which in general is a frequent Dejectiom!of what 
is contained in the Guts by Stool : the firft is called Lzen- 
teria, by which the Stomach and the Guts, not having 
digetted the Nourifhment received, lets it pafs almoft 
quite raw. The fecond is called Diarrbea, by which 
they fimply difcharge the Humours and Excrements 
which they contain. And the third, which is the worit, 
is Dyfenteria, by which the Patient, together with the 
Humours and Excrements, voids Blood with violent 
Pains, caufed by the ulceration of the Guts. 

Of what kind foever the Flux is, if great, and contt- 
nue long, it puts the Woman in great danger of Mit 


carrying 5 which AZppocrates tells us in the 34th Apho- 


rift of his 5th Book: Atulieri in utero gerenti, fi aluus 


plurtmum profluat, periculum eft ne abortiat. For, if it | 
he Stomach not containing the Food re- | 


be a Lienteria, t . 
ceived, and letting it immediately pafs away before it 
be turned into Chyle, of which Blood ought to be made 


for the Noruifhment of Mother and Child, it is not pof- | 


fible but they muft be both thereby extreamly weakened 
for want of Nourifhment. If a Diarrhea, and conti- 
nnes long, it will occafion the fame Accident : becaufe 
there is a great Diffipation of the Spirits, together with 
the Evacuation of Humours. But the danger is much 

reater when a Dyfenteria, forafmmach as the Woman 


ath then great Pains and Gripes in the Guts caufed by | 
their Ulceration, which excites them continually by con- | 


ftant Stimulations to difcharge themfelves of the fharp and 
bilous Humours,withwhich they are extreamly annoyed ; 
which caufeth a great Difturbance and violent Commo- 


tion of the Womb, being placed upon the right Gut 5 | 
and to the Child contained in it, and by the Compref 9’ 
fion which the Mufcles of the Belly make on all fides, as | 


alfo thofe that are made by them of the Diaphragma, 
which force themfelves downwards in the Endéavours a 


Woman makes fo often to go to,Stool with pain, the 


Child is conftrained becaufe of this Violence to come 
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before its time, which arrive fo much the oftner, by how 
much thefe Stimulations and Needings are greater, as 
the fame Hippocrates notes in the 27th Aphorifm of his 
7th Book, Mulieri utero gerenti® fi tenfio fupervenerit, 
facit abortum. If there happens a Tenefm (faith he) to 
a Woman with Child, it makes her mifcarry. This 
Tenefm isa great Paffion of the right Gut, which for- 
cethit to make thefe violent Endeavours to difcharge it 
felf, without being able to avoid any thing but Cholo- 
rick Humours mixt with Blood, with which it is conti- 
nually irritated. 

When this Flux of the Belly happens to a Big-bellied 
Woman, it_is ordinarily, becaufe they have always the 
Digeftion of the Stomach weak, by reafon of their bad 
Diet, which their ftrange Appetites caufe them often to 
Jong for: by the continual ufe of which being at length 
weakned, it fuffers the Food to pafs immediately without 
Digeftion; or if it ftay longer, it is converted into a cor- 
rupted Chyle, which defcending into the Guts, irritates 


, f them by its Acrimony to difcharge themfelves as foon 


as they can. 

Now to proceed fafely tothe cure of thefe different 
Fluxes of the Belly (to which ’tis fit care fhould be taken 
in good time, left the Woman mifcarry, as we have 
already faid) the Nature of it muft be confidered, to the 
end the Caufe, which maintains it, fhould be*remedied, 
If it be a Lienteria following (as is ufual) continual 
Vomitings, which have fo debilitated the Stomach, and 
relaxed its Membranes,that having nolonger Strength to 
vomit up that Food, it fuffers it to pafs downwards with- 
out Digeftion: In this Cafe a Woman muft abftain from 
all thofe irregular Appetites, and accuftom her felf to’ 
300d Food of eafy Digeftion, and littleat a time, that fo 
Fer Stomach may beable the eafier to concoct and digeft 
it; fhe fhould drink a little deep Claret-wine mixed 
with Water in which Iron hath been quenched, inftead 
of Ptyfan, which is not proper in this Cafe; provided 
fhe have not a ftrong Feaver: for if it be but a {mall 
Feaver, Wine on thismanneris to be preferred, rer 
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much as the fewer fhe hath at that time, 1s but fymptoma- 
tick, caufed by this debilility of Stomach, and will va- 
nifhas foon as this is,fortified ; which will be yet more 
promoted, if the Woman before and after Meals takes 
fomé Corroberatives, as a little of that Burnt-Wine we 
mentioned for the Cough in the 15¢b Chapter, of this 
Book; ora little good Hippocras, or right Canary, of 
any of them according to her Pallat; neither will it be 
amifs if fhe eatsa little good Marmalade of Quince’ be- 
fore Meals: She may likewife wear upon the Pit of. her 
Stomach a Lamb-skin with the-Wooll, for to pre- 
ferve it, and augment its natural Heat, which is very 
neceflary to digeft Food; * obferv- 
* Not always a good ing above all to give no purging 


Caution. Medicine. when this Flux is only 
caufed by weaknefs, left it be there- 
by augmented. 


If it be a Diarrhea, and only an Evacuation fimply 
of fuch Excremements as are retained in the Guts, -and 
fome {uperfuous Humours, which Nature hath fent thi- 
ther to be expelled, and that it-continue no long time 
and is gentle; the Woman-will find no Inconvenience 
by it; nor is fhe in that danger as when it paffed thofe 
Bounds; and therefore ’tis good to leave the Operation 
to Nature, without interrupting it in the beginning ; 
butif it continues above four or five Days, it is a Sign 
then there are ill, Humours contained and cleaving to the 
infide of the Guts, which provoke them often to be dif- 
charged, and ought to be removed with fome purging 

Aedicine that may loofen and evacuate them, after which 
the Flux will cettainly ceafe, fome light Infufton of Sen- 
ha and Rhubarb, with Syrup of Succory, or an Ounce 
of Diacatholicon, with a lietle Rhubarb for a Bolus, to 
be taken in a Wafer. 

. But if notwithitanding fit Purges and a regular Diet, 
this Flux continves and changes into a Dyfenteria, the 
Patient voiding every moment bloody Stools, with much 
Pain and needing, fhe isthenin great danger of Milcar- 
PNg, and its prevention ought to be endeavoured < if pol-

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fible.. Therefore after having purged.away the ill Hu- 
mours ( with the Medicines above-mentioned ) which 
were in the Guts, and hindring by a good Diet, that

This 
was juft our Misfortune, for our Chirurgeon, who was 
very muchefteemed by many Women of Quality whom 
he delivered, avoided all he could dangerous Labours, 
fabject to ill SuccefS, as this was; and the rather then, 
becaufe there’ was in my Silter’s Chamber a Lady of 
Quality, Wife to one of the chief Captains of the 
Guards, who dwelt in the fame Houfe, and whom he 
ordinarily delivered ; which was the Caufe, that believ- 
ing the iffue of the Operation doubtful, he chofe rather 
to preferve the Efteem of his antient Practice amongft 
fach as underftood not the Butinefs fo well as to be 
Jude of his Proceedings, than to do in: this Cafe his 
Chriftian Duty ; to which one ought always to have 
more regard, than to all the Intereits of vain Reputa- 
tion, which nfually corrupts the Confcience. They that 
make wf of this Policy, are often Acceflary_to the 
Death of poor Women who call for their Affiftance, 
and of their Children alfo.

It may’ be confidered that generally the Infants, as 
well Male as Female, are ufually fituated in the midft 
of the Womb: for tho fometimes 2 Woman’s Great. 
Belly is a little higher-on the one fide than the other, 
yet that is, becaufé the Globe ‘of the Womb inclines 


jmore that way ; and this Situation’ on the Side muft be 
junderftood only in tefpedt of the Mother’s Belly, and 


not of her Womb,’ in the mid{t of: which. it is always 
placed, becaufe-there is but one only Cavity ina Wo- 
man’s Womb, marked with a {mall Line in its length; 
without having two or more Separations; as is feen “in 
thofe of other ‘Animals.

\ HEN an Infant (not being turned towards the 

latter Months, as he ought, to come with his 
Head forémoft, as is mentioned in the Fifth Chapter 
of this Book) ales the Knees to. the Birth, having 
the Legs folded towards the Buttocks, one may eafily 
be deceived touching but one of them, becaufe of their 
hardnefS and roundnefs, and take it for the Head, efpe- 
cially when being fituated a little high, it can be reached 
but with the ad of a Finger, only; but.if it be touched 
and handled a little better, the Infant being fallen ‘a lit- 
tle lower, it will eafily be diftinguifhed. 

As foon then as it is perceived, it muft not be fuffer- 
ed to advance further in this Pofture, but having placed 
the Woman, the Knees muft gently be put back, to have 
the more liberty to unfold the Legs one after the other, 
which the Chirurgeon may do, by putting one or two 
of his Fingers under the Ham, directing them by little 
and little all along behind the Leg, until he meets the 
Foot; and drawing always a little obliquely, to come 
the eafier to the end of it, that fo having difengaged

“PRE Back-bone may eafily be bent and turned for- 
~ Wwardsa little, but by no means backwards without 
excefiive Violence. Wherefore the worit and moft dan- 
Serous Figure that a Child can offer in the Womb-to 
the Birth, is the Belly or the Breatt 5 for then its Bo: 
dy is conftrained to bend backwards, and whatever 
Throws or Fndeavours the Woman makes to bring it 
forth, it will never be accumplithed 5 for fhe will fooner 
perith with her Chiid, than ever advance it in this Po- 
dtureinto the Pafage, wherefore it is in great danger, 
if not timely fuccoured: And-in cafe it {liould efcape, 
which would be very ftrange, it would be a long while 
after its Birth weak in. the Back. But that which aug- 
ments the danger much more, is, that for the moft part 
the Navel-ftring comes forth when the Child comes with 
the Belly. Therefore as foonas it is difcovered to be {0, 
the Chirergeon muft apply the fole remedy of drawing 
it forth by the Feet, as {peedily as may be, in the follow- 

ing manner, | 
_ Having placed the Woman, let him gently flide up 
is flat Hand (being well anointed for the eafier en- 
trance) towards the middle of the Child's Breaft, ie 
is 
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he muft thruft back to turn it; this Situation being al- 
ready half altered, the Feet being as near to the Paffage 
as the Head, when it prefents the midle of the Belly ; 
then he muft flip up his Hand under the Beliy till he finds 
the Feet, which he muit bring to the Paflage to draw it 
forth in the fame manner as if it had come Footling;bein 
careful to keep the Breaft and Face downwards, ‘hich 
muft always be obferved before the Head can be drawn 
forth, for the reafons often already given, which mutt 
never be forgotten. 

When a Child comes with Breaft or Belly, the Chi- 


|» rurgeon mult always proceed after the fame manner in 


both, inafmuch as they require the fame Circumftances. 
An Infant may likewife come witht the Side, which way 
it is as impoflible to pafs as the two former: but it is not 
fo much tormented, nor is the Situation fo cruel; for it 
may remain in ita longer time without dying, than in 
the two former, wherein it is much more racked than 
in this, in which the Body may be bended forward and 
not backward, asin the other; neither doth the Na- 
vel-ftring come forth fo eafy, as when it comes with the 
Belly firit. In this, as in the two other Births, the 
Chirurgeon muft draw the Child forth by the Feet on 
this falhion: Having placed the Womanas the ought to 
be, he may pufh back a little with his Hand the In- 
fant’s Body, the better to introduce it, which he may 
flide along the Thighs, till he finds the Legs and Feet, 
by which he muft turn it, and afterwards draw it forth, 
jut in the fame manner as before, with the fame Obfer- 
vations. Nor ought he to amufe himfelfin any of thefe 
three Births, to place the Head right, that it might 
come naturally 5 becaufe it is in great danger of dyi 
in thefe unnatural Pofitions, if not\drawn forth es 
{peed, which can never be effected unlefs it be by find- 
ing the Feet, as I have direéed.

When there are Twins; one 
muit not think that Nature is orderly in caufing one to 
be born before the other, the firfbor lait, according’ as 
itmay be mo! convenient ::that‘is to fay, ‘When-one 
is- {trong and the-other weak, the firongelt comes firtt ; 
asalfo when onewis dead and the:other living, the 
living drives forth the dead‘: ' Forat! is apparent that 
there is no certain Rule; of which f give you an Ex- 
ample.

HE coming forth, of the Navel-ftring before the In- 

fant, of which we have treated in, the fore-going 
Chapter, is often the caufe of his Death, for the Rea- 
fons there given: but,the coming firft of the Burden, Is 
yet much more dangerous; for befides that the Chil- 
dren-are then. ordinarily ftill-born, if they be not 
aflifted..in the very initant, the Mother likewile is of 
ten Im very great, peril of her Life, becaufé of her 
great Floodings, which ufually happen when it is loofen- 
ed from the Womb before its due time, becaufe it leaves 
all the Orifices of the Veflels open, to which it did 
cleave, whence flows inceffantly Blood, until the Child 
be born: becaufe the Womb, whilt any thing conti- 
nues Mere, doth every. moment ftrongly endeavour to 
expel it, by which means. it continually voids and. ex. 
prefleth. the Blood of the. Veffels, which are always 
open (as we have already often explained) when the 


- Burden is fo feparated,..as long as the Womb. remains 


extended ..and cannot be clofed, untilit hath voided all 
that it did contain, and comes by the ContraGion of its 
membranous Subftance to ftop them,. by prefiing them 
together,, Wherefore.if we, ought to be vigilant to fuc- 
cour an Infant when the.

Sometimes, notwithftanding this dangerous Accident, 
thé Child may. be born alive, if timely faccoured : but 
it is then fo weak that ‘tis hard todifcover at firft, whe- 
ther it be living or dead. 

When it fo happens, the Midwives do ordinarily be- 
fore they feparate the Burden, put it into a Skellet of 
hot Wine, and imagine with no {mall Superttition,

ing it vigour: but it is more credible, that being almoft

{he much wants, to recover her of the Pains and La- 
bour fhe endured during her Travail s that is, with her 
fead and Body.a little raifed, to breathe the freer and 
cleanfe the better, efpecially of that Blood which then 
comes away, that fo it may not clod, which being re- 
tained caufes very great Pains. All this will happen, if 
they have not liberty to comé freely by this convenient 
Situation, 
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Situation, in which fhe muft put down her Legs and 
Thighs clofe together, having a fmall Pillow (for her 
greater eafe if fhe defire it) under her Hams, upon 
which they may reit alittle: being fo put to Bed, let 
her lie neither of one fide nor the other, but juft on the 
middle of her back, that fo the Womb may re-poflefs 
its natural and proper place. 

It is an ordinary. Cuftom to give the Women, as 
foon as they are delivered, two Ounces of Oil of {weet 
Almonds, drawn without Fire, 
Muaiden-nav, mixed together, which is as well for to 
fweeten and temper the infide of the Throat, which 
was heated and hoarfe by her’ continual Cries, and 
holding her Breath to bear down her Throws during her 
Labour, as alfo to the end that her Stomach and Inte- 
{tines being lined with it, (hould not be fo much affli@- 
ed with dclorous Gripes: But this Potion goes {6 much 
againft the Stomachs of fome Women, that being for- 
ced, to take it with an Averfion and Difgatt, it may do 
them rather more hurt, than any wife comfort them. 
Wherefore let none have it but thofe that defire it, and 
have no averfion to it. Lapprove rather in this Cafe of 
# good Broth to be given her, as foon as fhe is a little 
fettled atter the great Commotion of Labour, becaufe 
it will be both more pleafing and profitable than fuch a 
Potion; and having thus accommodated ‘her, and pro- 
ded for her Belly, Brea'.s and lower Parts, after the 
manner we {hall direct in the next Chapter, leave her 
to relt and fleep if fhe can, makin no noife, the Bed- 
curtains being clofe drawn, and the Doors and Win- 
dows of her Chamber fhut, that fo feeing no Light fhe 
may the fooner fall afleep. . If-fhe had endured a hard 
Labour, fhe muit be then ordered as the Cafe requires, 
and as {hall be hereafter declared: but what we have 
here directed, is only for a natural Labour, and where 
no extraordinary Difficulty happens. | 


CHAP. 
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Of convenient Remedies for the lower Parts of the 
Belly and Breafts of Women newly delivered. 


INCE the lower Parts of a Woman are greatly di- 
{tended by the Birth of an Infant, it is good to en- 
deavour therefore the prevention of an Inflammation 
there : wherefore as foon as the Bed is cleanfed from the 
foul Linen and other Impurities of the Labour, and that 
the Woman is therein placed, according to the Directi- 
on of the preceding Chapter, let there be outwardly 
peliec all over the bottom of her Relly and Privities, 
the following Avodine Cataplafm, made of two Ounces 
of Oil of {weet Almonds, with two or three new-lay’d 
Eggs, Yolks and Whites, f{tirring them together in an 
earthen Pipkin over hot Embers, till it comes to the 


Confiftence of a Pultifs, which being pie upon 2 
e 


Cloth muft be applied to thofe Parts indifferently warm, 
having firft taken away the Clofures, (which were put 
to her prefently after her Delivery) and likewife fuch 
Clods of Blood as were there left. 

This is a very temperate Remedy, and fit to appeafe 
the Pains which Women ordinarily fuffer in’ thofe Parts, 
becaufe of the violence then endured by the Infant’s 
Birth: it muit lie on five or fix Hours, and then be re- 
newed a fecond time if there be occafion: afterwards 
make a Decoction of Barly, Linfeed and Chervil, or 
with Marfh-mallows and Violet-leaves, adding to a Pint 
of it an Ounce of Honey of Roles; with which, being 
luke-warm, foment three or four times a Day (for the 
firft five or fix Days of Child-bed). the Bearing place, 
cleanfing it well from the Blood, Clods and other Px- 
crements which are there emptied. This Stipe is like- 
wife very good to temper and appeafe the Pains of thofe 
Parts. Some Perfons only’ ule to this purpofé lnke- 

warm 
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warm Milk and many Women only Barley-water, 
Great care muft be taken at the beginning that no 
{topping things be given to hinder the Cleanfings; but 
when tex or twelve days are paft, and that fhe hath 
cleanfed very fufficiently, Remedies may then be ufed 
to fortify the Parts, to which purpofe:a Decoction is 
very proper, made of Province-Rofes, Leaves and Roots 
of Plantane and Smiths:water, that Iron is quench- 


-edin; and when fke hath fufficiently and fully done 


cleanfing, which is ufually after the 18th or 20th Day, 
there made be may for thofe that defire it, a very 
{trong aftringent Lotion, to fortify and fettle thofe Parts 
which have been much relaxed, as well by the great 
Fxtenfion they received, as by the Humours'with which 


they have been fo long time foaked.. This Remedy ~ 


may be compofed with an Ounce and an half of Pome- 
granate Peel, an Once of Cyprefs Nuts, half_an Ounce 
of Acorns, an Ounce of Terra Sigillata, a handful of 
Province-Rofes, and two. Drams of Roch-Allum: all 
which being ‘infufed a whole Night in five halfPints 
of {trong red Wine, or (that it may not be too fharp) 
a quantity of Smiths-water mixed with that Wine; 
afterwards boil it well to a Quart, then ftrain it, {queez- 
ing of it ftrongly, and with this Deco¢ction foment thole 
inferiour Parts Nights and Mornings, to the end they 
may as much as pollible be ftrengthened and confirmed : 
TI fay as much as poflible 5 becaufe there is no probabi- 
lity that they can ever be reduced tothe fame Eftate 
they were in before fhe had Children. So much for 
this. We'll new pafs to convenient Remedies for the 
Belly of a new-lay’d Woman. 

Ail Authors doapppoint, immediately after Delivery, 
the Skin of a black.Sheep: flaid alive, for this purpoie, 
to be laid all over her Belly, and to lie on four or five 
Hours; others wiil have a Hare-skio. Truly I believe 
that by reafon of the natural Heat of fuch Skins, the 
Kemedy isnot bad; but I alfo fear left in fome imafl 
time after it may do the Woman more hurt than good,

be directed in her Meat and Drink almoft as if fhe had 
a Fever, that fo it may be prevented, inafmuch as fhe

For this Reafon one muft not be of the Opinion of 
many Nurfe-keepers, who will have a new-lay’d Wo- 
man to be well fed, as well to reftore her loft Strength 
by the tedioufnefs of her Labour, and by the quantity 
of Blood then evacuating, for which caufe they believe 
the Women muit be well nourifhed to make more

ceafe tormenting her until fhe hath voided it, and then 
| fhe is at eafe: but fometimes the Blood continuing {till 
to flow, and remaining in the bottom of the Womb, 
becomes new Clods 3 which is the Caufe why the Acci- 
dent renews again as before, and continueth fo by fits, 
in the Intervals of which there come away fome Sero- 
fities of the Blood retained, which diffolves, and makes 
fome Perfons ignorant of the Art, to think that the Flux 
is ftop’d, altho it {till continues flowing within, where 
it ftops only by fome Blood fo coaguated , but when this 
Clod comes awa, the Flooding begins again, pure Blood 
and in preat abundance. 

Flooding is a more dangerous Accident than any 
other which may happen to a Woman newly lay’d, and 
which difpatches her {ofoon, if it be in great quantity, 
that there isnot often time to prevent it: Wherefore in 
this cafe convenient Remedies mutt be {peedily applied, 
as well to ftop it, as to turn it back from the places 
whence it flows. 
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To which purpofe ‘tis fit to. confider, what caufeth 
this Flooding; and if it bea Falfle-conception, piece of 
the Burden,’ or clodded Blood: remaining behind, all 
diligence muft be ufed to fetch them away, or to caufe 
a fpeedy Expulfion of them: but. if when nothing re- 
mains behind inthe Womb, the Blood doth notwith- 
ftanding continue to flow, you muit bleed the Woman 
in the Arm, not fo much thereby to empty,the fulnels, 
as to make diverfion; let her Body be laid equally flat, 
and not raifed, that fo the Blood may not. be fent down 
to the. lower Parts; let her keep her felf wery quiet, 
without turning from fide to fide, that fo the Humours 
may not be ftirced , the..upper part. of -her-Belly muft 
likewife not be fwathed or. bolitered, for fuch StraitnefS 
augments the Evil; let her Chamber be.kept a little cool, 
and let her not be too warm covered in her Bed,. that 
fo the Flooding through, Heat may not be. continued.

Oung Trees are fearce raifed out of the Earth, which 
is their Mother, but often many of them foon af- 
ter die, becaufe their fmall Bodies, by reafon. of the 
tendernefs of their Subitance, eafily receive alteration, 
and canriot without great difficulty refift the fmalleft 
oppofition, until they become a little bigger, and have 
taken fironger and deeper root : So likewife we fee daily 
above half of the young Children die,before they are two 
or three years old ; as well becaufe of the tendernefs of 
their Bodies, as by reafon of the feeblenefS of their Age, 
they cannot otherwife exprefs the Incommodities they 
fuffer within, but by their Cries. We have heretofore 
difcovered how they ought to be governed in the begin- 
ning for the prefervation of a good Health; we will 
now difcourfe of the Indifpofitions to which they are fub- 
ject, principally from their Birth, till they are {even or 
eight Months old. Let us firit mention fome they are 
born with, and then we'll entertain you with thofe that 
ufually happen to them afterwards, —

the reft. As to purging, it ought not to be ufed in the be- 
ginning, left by the Agitation it makes in the Humours, 
Nature be hindred and diverted from doing its Work ;

iF the Small Pox, of which we have lately difcourfed, 
bea contagious Malady, it is not fo ordinarily but in

Rnown, that the fmall communicated by frequentation to 
Pox is contagions to elder Perfons ; but itis not the fame 
Young and Old, accord- in the Great Pox, the Venom of 
ing as each Body ts pre-~ hich is fo pernicious and fafceptible, 
plated for age that a fingle Child having this Dif 
f rane: tiie had eafe, is capable to f communicate it, 
worm they fuck. as it hath bin often feen, to whole 
Families, and as well to Oldas Young, “Tis a fad 
thing to fee poor fmall fucking Innocents afflicted with 
{© ill a Difeafe, which befides its making them fuffer 
the Pain of a Sin of which they are innocent, caufes 
them alfo very often to be abandoned by every one, and 
deferted in this deplorable State by their own Mothers 
themfelves. 

Thofe that have this Difeafe fo young, either bring it 
with them into the World from their Mother’s Womb, 
which may be known if fhe were infected with it; or 
if it had at its Birth Pufales and Ulcers in divers parts 
of its Body, and principally about the Belly, towards 
the Fundament, and on the infide of the Thighs, as 
alfo on the Head: or elfe they got‘it fince, and took it 
from their Nurfe, who is in like manner infected with it; 
then the firft Imprefiions will appear about the Mouth of 


the Child, where Ulcers will breed, becaufé of the Acri- | ¢ 
mony of the ill Milk it fucks, which being its Nourifh-— 


ment, will not fail to communicate its. Veriom to all the 
parts of the Body. 


"Tis very hard to cure Children born with this Difeafe, |» 
for they very foon die after, becaufe their whole Sub- | 


ftance cannot be re-eftablifhed, having for its Foundati- 
on had fo bad a Principle, as the Mother’s Blood infect- 
ed with fuch a Venom, wherewith they have been engen- 
dred, formed and nourifhed: but as to, thofe. who have 
received it from their Nurfes only, there is much more 


hope of, and lefs difficulty in their cure ;- becaufe the Ve- | 
nom of the bad Milk not communicating it felf immedi 


ately with its whole Subftance to the Veffels of the In- 
fant's Body, makes not there fo great a fpoil as in the 
iar other, 
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other, where the Blood, with which it is only nourifhed 
whilft inthe Mother’s Womb, is conveyed to him and 
poten, fuch as itis, through all.the parts of its Body: 
or then there is only the purelt of this Po¢éky Milk. or 
to fay better, the lef impure, which (being changed 
into Chyle in the Stomach, and purged by the Inteftines 
of the greateft part of its Excrements) can by inixine 
afterwards with the Ma{s of Blood, alter and corrupt 
it by the ill quality always remaining mit, notwithitand- 
ing the different Preparations it has received : however 
the Child infected by the Nurfe can never be cured, rs 
long as fhe fuckles it, her Milk being ever infeed with 
that Corruption and Venom; and the worft is, that 
changing her for another, as one is obliged to do to-cure 
it, tisa great hazard if it communicates not this conta 
gious Malady to her. 

Itmay be faid in general, that the cure of the Great 
Pox is. very difficult in little fucking Children, becaufe 
thro’ the feeblenefs of their Age, they cannot either take 
or iupport, without great aanger of their Lives, the vio- 
lence of Remedies ‘convenient for it, wherefore it were 
to be wifhed, that by a palliative Cure one might delay 
a compleat one, till they be 3 or 4 Years old. . But 
fince there are many who would perith before they were 
fo much asa Year or two old, becaule this filthy Difeafe 


ever’ increafes, and the Symptoms of it do much eafier . 


make Impreffions on their Bodies, becaufe of the delicacy 
and tendernefs of them, than upon fuch who are: more 
advanced in. Years 5 therefore one is fometimes obliged 
to undertake the Cure, tho. the Child be yet fucking. 
This Enterprize’is then in truth very perillous, but one 
is conitrained to refolve on it, when there is no appea- 
rance or hope the Child can otherways efcape. _Where- 
fore the means follow, | 
Firft, therefore,. change the Nurfe, if fhe be infected, 
for one whofe Milk is well purified; and if it be not fo, 
let her be blooded and. purged as the Cafe requires. 
Moft would have her, during the whole Courfe (that 
her Milk may be very phyfical) ule a Treacle-water, 
| Z 4 and 
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and a Sudovifick Decottion ; but befides that I think 
thefe things will be very ineffe@ual, I fear left by heat- 
ing her Milk, it may prejudice inftead of profiting the 
Child ; and I fhould advife her rather to keep a tempe- 
rate and cooling Diet; and that fhe may not receive 
any hurt, it will not be amifs for her to wafh her Nip- 
ple with Wine, every time fhe gives the Child fuck 
and that fhe now and then take a Purge, to keep her 
Body clean, and lefs difpofed to receive this Infection. 

But very often thefe poor little Children thus afflicted, 
are fo unhappy, that they cannot find any Nurfe that 
will by giving them fuck, expofe themfelves to the ha- 
zard of getting the Difeafe: in this cafe we muft chufe » 
one that hath abundance of Milk, and is foft milch’d, 
to the end that by gentle {queezing of it, there may 
fall enough into the Infant’s Mouth for its Nourifhment, 
or that by having milked fome in a Glafs, they may feed 
it with a Spoon; or elfe they may dip a piece of Linen 
roll’d up in it, and give it to fuck. But'the beft way to 
avoid the Child’s fpoiling any Nurfe, and to exempt it 
from fuch a Subje@ion, isto let it fuck a young Goat, fed 
on purpofe with good Hay and other’ convenient things, 
that fo the Milk of it may be very good. 

As to the Child, «it is moft certain it can never be cur- 
ed of a confirmed Pox, but by the ufe of Medicines where- 
in Mercury is mixed, which hitherto is efteemed the pro- 
per Antidote to the Poifon of this Difeafe : wherefore 
after bleeding, and purging him with Syrup of Rofes, or 
of Succory, if Strength permit, let him be a little anointed 
with a Mercurial Ointment, wherewith only the Puftules 
and Ulcers muft be rubbed; in doing which by degrees, 
reiterating the Unions, a fmall Flux will be raifed, 
which mutt be almoft infenfible, left the Humours being 
ftirred and conveyed in too great abundance to the

CHAP, 
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CHAP. XXXVI. 


Of the requifite and nece[fary Conditions in the choice 
of agood Nurfe. 


THE firft and principal of all the qualities in a good 
R Nurfe is, that fhe be the own Mother of a Child, 
as well becaufe of the mutual agreement of their Tem- 
pers, as that having much more love for it, fhe will be 


much more careful than a hired Nurfe, who ordinarily — 


loves her Nurfe-child but with a feigned and feeming 
Love, having no other End or Foundation, but the hope 
of the recompence for her pains by a mercenary Hire. 


Wherefore the true Mother, tho not the beft Nure, 


Should ever be prefer’d before a Stranger. But becaufe 
there are feveral that either will not, or cannot fuckle 
their own Children, whether it betopreferve their Beau- 
ty, as all Perfons of Quality, and moft of the Citizens 


do; or that their Husbands will not faffer them, nor | 


be troubled with fuch a Noife; or that being ill or in- 
difpofed, they cannot; there is then an Obligation to 
provide another Nurfé which fhould be chofen as conve- 
nient for the Child as.may be.

As to her Age, the moft convenient is from 2§ to 35
